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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 
City  of  Winchester,, 


Mro  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  introducing  the  annual  report  on  the  state  of  the  public  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  City  for  the  year  1966,  I  must  point  out  that  most 
of  the  information  therein  is  statistical  and,  for  the  greater  part,  self  evident. 

I  shall,  however,  refer  to  some  of  the  salient  points  in  this  introductory  letter, 
whilst  assuring  you  that  the  year  has  again  been  one  of  continued  advancement  and 
consolidation,, 

The  population  figure  of  30,790  as  estimated  and  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  shows  an  increase  of  300  persons  on  the  1965  figure. 

The  number  of  unemployed  persons  embracing  both  sexes  and  all  age  groups  show 
an  increase  on  previous  years  -  a  fact  no  doubt  due,  to  some  extent  to  the  economic 
squeeze „ 

Regarding  housing,  a  further  117  units  of  accommodation  were  provided  in  the 
City  •=  115  by  private  enterprise  and  2  by  the  Corporation.  On  the  other  hand, 

21  units  were  either  demolished  or  subject  to  Closing  Orders.  This  has  resulted 
in  a  net  gain  of  96  units  of  housing  becoming  available.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  1010  applicants  for  rehousing  on  the  Council  list,  an  increase  of  64 
over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  448  live  births  -  225  male  and  223  female  -  showing  an  increase 
of  20  over  the  previous  year  and  giving  a  corrected  live  birth  rate  of  15.13  live 
births  per  1000  of  the  population.  In  passing,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
this  year  the  birth  rate  in  Winchester  has  risen,  whereas  the  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  has  fallen  for  the  second  year  in  succession.  If  this  national  tendency 
towards  a  falling  birth  rate  continues,  the  projection  of  the  possibility  of  an 
extra  20  million  people  in  the  United  Kingdom  by  the  year  2000  A. D.  may  prove  to 
be  false  and  consequently  many  of  the  plans  formulated  in  the  early  sixties  may 
have  to  be  reviewed.  There  were  nine  still  births  registered  during  the  year, 
occurring  solely  amongst  legitimate  births  -  providing  a  still  birth  rate  of 
19.69  per  thousand  live  and  still  births  -  practically  a  similar  figure  to  that 
of  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate  babies  born  was  47  which 
figure  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  live  births  was  10.49%  -  a  gradual 
increase  since  1962  and  now  almost  double  the  figure  for  that  year.  Matter  for 
reflection  -  one  in  every  ten  children  born  in  the  City  during  the  year  was 
illegitimate [

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  13.39  per  thousand  live  births  is  a  figure  well 
below  that  of  the  national  figure  of  19.6  per  thousand  live  births.  In  all,  there 
were  6  infant  deaths  in  the  City,  4  occurring  in  the  neo-natal  period,  that  is,  in 
the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  and  2  between  the  ages  of  one  and  twelve  months. 

There  was  no  maternal  death  in  the  City  during  the  year. 

Of  the  340  registered  deaths  »  146  were  male  and  192  female  -  providing  a 
corrected  death  rate  of  8017  per  thousand  of  the  population.  This  latter  figure 
compares  favourably  with  the  figure  for  1964  which  was  considered  to  be  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  death  rate  fot  the  City.  Deaths  from  heart  disease  and  associated 
conditions  continued  to  increase  and  now  constitute  over  43%  of  the  recorded 
deaths.  On  the  other  hand  cancer  is  shown  to  have  fallen  to  third  place  amongst 
the  causes  of  death,  the  second  place  being  once  again  occupied  by  vascular  lesions 
of  the  nervous  system.  It  is  interesting  to  study  the  deaths  from  cancer  in  all 
its  forms ,  and  to  note  that  there  are  apparently  20  cases  less  attributed  to  this 
condition  than  in  the  previous  year.  However,  this  does  not  give  any  grounds 
for  complacency  when  it  is  seen  that  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  continued  to 
increase  and  there  were  no  less  than  17  deaths  registered  during  the  year  from 
this  cause.  Finally,  it  is  notewortty  that  only  4.57o  of  all  deaths  occurred  in 
individuals  under  45  years  of  age  whilst  60%  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  of  75 
years  and  over. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  as  ascertained  from  the  notifications 
received  during  the  year  was  low  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  sporadic  cases  of 
other  infections,  the  only  disease  requiring  special  mention  is  that  of  measles. 
There  were  a  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  closing  months  of  the 
year  which  no  doubt,  were  a  forerunner  of  the  heavier  outbreak  which  occurred  in 
the  early  months  of  1967.  In  brief,  of  the  61  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  received  during  the  year,  no  less  than  50  were  attributable  to  measles. 

The  vaccination  and  immunisation  figures  are  incorporated  in  the  report  and  show 
that  as  far  as  Winchester  is  concerned,  standards  are  being  well  maintained. 

Unfortunately  for  our  meteorological  records,  the  screen  and  weather  instru¬ 
ments  were  severely  damaged  by  vandals  during  the  month  of  November  -  the  screen 
and  instruments  therein  being  smashed  and  thrown  in  the  river.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  meteorological  office  and  neighbouring  stations  it  has  been 
possible  to  obtain  at  least  approximate  readings  which  will  necessarily  be  used 
until  the  instruments  and  screen  have  been  replaced. 

Details  are  given  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  public  health  inspectors 
and  once  again  it  will  be  noted  that  a  considerable  portion  of  their  time  has  been 
occupied  by  duties  in  the  abattoir.  Consequently,  during  the  year,  a  further 
public  health  inspector  was  appointed  who  is  occupied  practically  full  time  at 
the  slaughterhouse,  thus  enabling  the  other  inspectors  to  extend  the  scope  of 
their  work,  whilst  still  being  available  for  meat  inspection  when  necessity 
arises.  Another  inspector  resigned  during  the  year  to  take  up  a  new  appointment, 
but  happily  it  was  possible  to  obtain  a  successor  without  undue  delay.  Details 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  inspectors  are  contained  in  that  part  of  the  report 
supplied  by  Mr.  E.  Seymour,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 
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Before  concluding  this  brief  introduction  to  the  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department,  I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  the  Chairman,  Councillor  RoJ0  Bromfield  and  Members  of  the  City  Health  Committee. 
Further,  I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Dr.  Hughes  and  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  staff,  to  Dr0  Moore  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  to  the  Officers 
of  the  Corporation  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
co-operation  and  their  interest  in  the  work,  which  they  have  at  all  times,  shown.

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  the  19th  time,  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  carried  out  in  pursuance  of  the  statutory  duties  and  responsibilities 
assigned  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  section  of  the  Health  Department. 

Details  of  the  work  are  conveniently  summarized  under  the  interrelated 
sections  of  housing  conditions,  water  and  food  supply,  smoke  prevention, 
occupational  conditions,  and  general  sanitary  circumstances.  Each  group  forming 
an  integral  part  of  all  the  work  on  environmental  health. 

As  in  previous  years  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  various  aspects 
of  housing  conditions  in  the  City  and  in  spite  of  staff  difficulties  the  average 
figures  for  routine  district  inspections  have  been  maintained.  In  the  planned 
approach  to  raising  the  standard  of  the  older  houses,  opportunity  was  taken  to 
continue  the  survey  of  properties  considered  suitable  for  repairs  and  improvement. 
Investigation  and  inspections  were  also  carried  out  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
reasonable  standards  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation. 

In  connection  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  as 
requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  an  Annual  Report  is  submitted  giving  a 
general  picture  of  operations  during  the  year.  Co-operation  from  employers  was 
generally  good  and  at  all  times  there  was  a  willingness  to  satisfy  amenity 
requirements 0  Difficulties  were  experienced,  however,  in  the  interpretation 

of  several  sections,  particularly  those  dealing  with  temperature  and  artificial 
lighting,  but  since  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  is  still  in  its  early  stages, 
perhaps  it  would  be  premature  to  suggest  whether  or  not  any  amendment  is  necessary. 

In  the  surveillance  of  the  handling,  preparation  or  storage  of  food  for  sale, 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  steadily  enforced  and  traders  have  shown  a  good 
response  to  such  requests  that  have  been  made.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  the 
administration  of  the  work  at  the  abattoir,  the  number  of  animals  and  units 
inspected  during  1966,  showed  a  record  figure  of  51,628. 

Phis  is  partly  due  to  the  considerably  glut  of  sheep  experienced  in  the 
Autumn.  As  a  result  of  the  improved  staff  position,  when  a  full-time  Meat 
Inspector  was  appointed  in  June,  meat  inspection  worked  a  little  more  smoothly 
than  was  the  case  earlier  in  the  year.

Abatement  of  Nuisances 

Occupiers  of  premises  frequently  complain  to  the  Health  Department  of 
defects  of  the  structure  which  are  giving  rise  to  nuisance.  In  this  connection 
the  wide  powers  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  are  found  invaluable.  Any 
complaint  which  is  received  in  the  department  of  conditions  which  may  come 
within  the  loose  definition  of  public  health  nuisance  is  investigated  and  where 
appropriate^  action  is  taken  within  the  powers  conferred  on  the  Health  Committee. 

In  12  cases  out  of  204  complaints  recorded  in  the  register  it  was  necessary 
to  take  statutory  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 
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After  service  of  notice  the  Corporation  is  enpowered  to  enter  and  do  work 
if  urgent  work  remains  undone  after  a  short  specified  period  of  time.  In  two 
cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  execute  the  work  in  default.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 


The  provisions  of  the  Act  are  intended  to  ensure  that  animals  are  adequately 
housed  and  receive  water,  food,  ventilation  and  warmth  necessary  to  their  well" 
being.  The  Act  also  prohibits  overcrowding,  sale  at  too  early  an  age  and  undue 
exposure  to  disease.  Two  licences  were  issued  in  1966  after  inspection  of 
premises  by  a  public  health  inspector. 

The  legislation  designed  to  control  the  booming  trade  in  pet  meat  and  protect 
the  public  health  appears  to  be  totally  inadequate.  There  are  two  potentially 
dangerous  types  of  imported  meat  ~  imported  offal  which  had  not  been  passed  for 
human  consumption  in  the  slaughterhouse,  and  boneless  horse  meat  contaminated 
with  Salmonellae0  The  first  was  ultimately  destined  to  be  sterilised  in  the 
process  of  canning  and  would  finally  become  a  safe  and  sound  article  of  food 
for  the  dog  or  cat0  The  second,  however,  was  intended  to  be  sold  raw  to  the 
public  for  feeding  to  pets  and  might  or  might  not  eventually  be  cooked. 

But  it  would  inevitably  have  been  handled  by  many  human  beings,  and  have 
contaminated  many  utensils  and  surfaces,  before  being  consumed  by  the  animal.

The  City's  water  supply  pumped  from  boreholes  and  wells  in  the  chalk  and 
distributed  through  iron  mains  on  the  constant  system,  is  supplied  to  all  the 
houses  in  the  district. 

Regular  examinations  „  both  bacteriological  and  chemical  are  made  of  the 
town's  water,  samples  being  obtained  to  check  its  purity  at  dwelling  houses, 
institutions  and  business  premises  etc.  „  as  routine  procedure  and  upon  complaint. 

The  water  has  no  pi umbo  -  solvent  action  and  is  chlorinated  before  being  pumped 
through  the  mains. 

The  results  are  consistently  good,  indicating  the  maintenance  of  a  high 

standard  of  purity.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  SWIMMING  BATH  WATER 

There  are  eleven  swimming  baths  in  use  in  the  City,  two  owned  by  the 
Corporation^,  four  owned  by  the  Councy  Council  and  the  remaining  five  baths 
privately  owned. 


All  baths  were  visited  and  apart  from  two  which  form  part  of  the  River  Itchen, 
The  water  was  sampled  to  ensure  that  the  reommended  standards  of  the  Ministry  of 
health  were  observed.  The  pH  value,  free  residual  chlorine  and  bacterial  content 
of  samples,  were  found  to  be  consistently  satisfactory. 

At  eight  baths  the  water  is  supplied  from  the  Corporation  mains,  at  three  of 
these  the  water  is  continuously  circulated  (with  a  6  hour  turnover),  filtered  and 
Klorinated,  a  fill  and  empty"  system  with  breakpoint  chlorination  being  employed 
at  five  of  the  remaining  baths.

(F)  NARRATIVE  REPORT 

] o  REGISTRATION  AND  INSPECTION 

In  the  period  under  review  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the 
twenty- six  registrations  received,  seventeen  (687.)  were  forwarded  as  a 
result  of  an  inspector  visiting  the  premises.  This,  together  with  a 
continuing  fluctuation  in  staff  circumstances,  emphasized  the  need  for 
constant  vigilance0 

Inspections  have  also  indicated  that  a  large  amount  of  work  is 
being  instigated  by  occupiers  to  bring  their  premises  up  to  the  required 
standard  and  that  in  a  further  46  premises  all  provisions  of  the  Act  were 
being  complied  with.  In  addition  to  this,  however,  it  was  observed  that 
in  some  cases,  requirements  of  the  Act  have  been  evaded  by  making  staff 
changes. 


C3 
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As  in  previous  years,  deposited  plans  showing  new  development  or 
alterations  to  existing  premises  were  examined  and  recommendations  made  as 
found  necessary. 

On  the  whole  the  routine  visits  have  not  presented  any  real  difficulty 
although  there  was  evidence  of  a  number  of  occupiers  being  more  security 
minded  on  the  initial  visit,  that  is,  requiring  proof  of  identity  before 
allowing  the  inspection  to  be  carried  out.  In  a  number  of  smaller  premises 
where  the  employees  are  friends  of  the  employer,  as  well  as  in  a  few  old 
established  firms  where  the  same  staff  have  been  errployed  for  many  years, 
there  appeared  a  certain  amount  of  resentment  at  the  idea  of  being  disturbed 
or  old  practices  abolished.  It  was  apparent,  however,  that  this  attitude 
disappeared  once  the  improvements  had  been  carried  out  and  in  most  cases 
with  increased  efficiency. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

From  the  case  law  that  has  evolved  and  the  general  guidance  issued 
relative  to  the  Act,  it  is  now  possible  to  assess  the  general  standards 
being  appliedo  This  has  proved  most  helpful  and  strengthens  the  arm  of 
the  officer  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Act. 

CLEANLINESS 

In  the  absence  of  specific  requirements,  it  has  been  found  that  there 
is  still  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  some  occupiers  to  accept  that  re- 
decoration  may  be  required  under  the  heading  of  cleanliness.  Although  it 
is  a  fact  that  a  number  of  premises  have  been  coirpletely  redecorated, 
judging  by  their  previous  standards  it  is  doubtful  whether  they  will  adopt 
a  "redecoration  cycle"  to  maintain  their  premises,  as  they  would  have  to  do 
under  the  similar  section  of  the  Factories  Act. 

FLOORS  PASSAGES  AND  STAIRS 

Section  16  dealing  with  floors,  passages  and  stairs  seems  to  be  the 
most  frequently  abused  part  of  the  Act.  For  example,  during  one  period, 
when  eight  inspections  were  made,  in  six  of  the  premises  it  was  found 
necessary  to  draw  the  occupiers  attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  section. 
In  some  cases,  particularly  in  anticipation  of  peak  periods,  such  as  Xmas, 
passages  and  stairs  are  used  for  additional,  storage  space.  Sometimes, 
however,  contraventions  can.  be  traced  to  the  indifference  of  the  staff  who 
are  unwilling  to  climb  stairs  more  often  than  is  absolutely  necessary  and 
tend  to  allow  goods  to  accumulate  at  the  bottom  of  stairs,  thus  in  some 
cases  unwittingly  adding  to  a  considerable  existing  fire  hazard. 

Desp.te  the  apparent  lack  of  conformity,  none  of  the  accidents 
notified  during  the  year  were  found  to  be  attributable  to  default  under 
the  section,  although  in  some  cases  stairs  and  floors  were  involved. 

PROHIBITION  _OF_HEAVY  ^WEIGHTS 

Several  enquiries  were  received  in  connection  with  the  lifting  of 
heavy  weights,  particularly  relating  to  female  employees.  In  such  cases 

it  is  always  pointed  out  that  each  persons  capabilities  differ;  that  the 
size  and  shape  of  the  object  concerned  or  even  the  method  of  lifting  all 
na're  a  bearing  on  the  matter.  In  some  cases  employers  have  indicated 
tiiat  irore  precise  information,  phrased  in  simple  language  would  have  been 
appreciated. 
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Two  notifications  were  received  concerning  accidents  sustained  while 
lifting  goods*  but  in  both  cases  the  weight  concerned  was  less  than  18  lbs. 

OWNERSHIP 

Some  difficulties  have  been  encountered  in  determining  the  responsible 
"owner"  in  multi-occupied  premises  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
relating  to  "common  parts"D  Where  there  are  several  sub-tenants,  it  is 
the  practice  to  deem  the  principal  tenant  responsible  when  he  has  created 
such  sub-tenancies.  But  in  the  event  of  the  actual  owner  letting  parts 
of  the  premises  separately,  then  he  is  considered  responsible. 

On  the  whole  these  arrangements  work  satisfactorily  where  repairs  are 
involved  but  if  additional  facilities  are  required,  many  complications  can 
arise  particularly  where  sub-tenants  have  entered  into  agreements  making 
themselves  responsible 0 

IIIo  ACCIDENTS 

During  the  year  a  total  of  20  accidents  were  notified,  none  of  which 
were  fatal 0  In  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  obvious  that  the  accidents  are 
due  solely  to  personal  carelessness  and  not  in  any  way  to  a  default  on  the 
part  of  the  occupier „  One  case  in  point  relates  to  an  employee  who 

sustained  a  serious  electric  shock  while  changing  a  light  bulb  without 
switching  the  current  off. 

Modern  marketing  techniques  have  presented  new  hazards  to  staff  of 
self  service  shops.  Fcr  instance  one  employee  was  disabled  for  some  months 
as  a  result  of  an  injury  received  when  a  customers  self  service  trolley 
collided  with  him.  In  another  case  an  employee  was  injured  after  a 
customer  had  dropped  a  bottle  on  the  shop  floor.  There  seems  little  that 
any  employer  can  do  to  safeguard  against  this  type  of  occurrence  particularly 
during  busy  periods. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  into  the  circumstances  of  seven  notified 
accidents  and  advice  given  on  additional  safety  precautions  and  relevant 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

IV.  PROSECUTIONS 

When  it  is  found  on  follow-up  inspections  that  the  requirements  of  the 
Act  are  not  being  carried  out*  consideration  is  given  to  instituting  legal 
proceedings,,  In  five  cases  during  the  year  reports  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee  of  the  City  Council.  After  due  consideration  the 
firms  concerned  were  given  a  period  in  which  to  couple te  the  necessary 
works  and  in  every  case  this  method  proved  successful.

Hours  of  slaughter  at  the  Winnall  Abattoir  are  regular  each  day,  commencing 
at  7  a0m0  and  continuing  until  at  least  5.30  p.mc  and  quite  often  later.  Thus 
over  the  twelve  months,  it  has  been  necessary,  as  a  result  of  the  increasing 
through-put  to  work  long  and  exacting  hours,  necessitating  393  hours  overtime.

It  is  emphasized  that  condemned  meat  is  not  sold  or  used  for  human  consumption 
in  any  form,  Some  of  the  meat,  however,  is  utilised  by  a  zoo  and  the  remainder 
manufactured  into  fertilizers,  bone  meal  etc.  Other  condemned  foodstuffs  are 
disposed  of  by  burning  at  the  Corporation’s  Pumping  Station,,

As  in  previous  years,  attention  was  directed  to  the  handling  of  meat  in 
transit,  to  the  retail  butchery  premises,  not  only  from  Winnall  Abattoir,  but

,J-he  employment  of  outworkers  in  specified  classes  of  work  is  supervised  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectoi s  operating  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Ac4"  and  the  Factories  Actu  These  provisions  relate  to  the  enployemnt  of  persons 
in  unwholesome  premises  and  to  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious  disease 
by  articles  made  by  outworkers „ 
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There  are  7  outworkers  on  register,  6  being  resident  in  the  City.  4  firms 
in  Winchester  employ  a  total  of  4  outworkers.  In  every  case  the  work  is  associated 
with  the  clothing  trade. 

11  inspections  were  made  in  relation  to  outworkers  premises  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Factories  Act  and  Public  Health  Act.  No  unsatisfactory 
conditions  were  found.

PEST  EXTERMINATION 


Two  rodent  staff  are  employed  to  assist  in  disinfestation  work  and 
disinfection  of  premises  as  necessary.  Complaints  involving  infestations 
by  rats,  mice  or  other  vernin  are  promptly  dealt  with  and  treatment  afforded 
without  charge  for  domestic  premises. 


Commercial  undertakings  and  businesses  are  charged  for  time  and  materials 
where  treatment  is  involved  or  they  may  undertake  an  Agreement  with  the 
Department  for  regular  treatment  at  an  annual  agreed  charge.  A  number  of 
businesses  and  College  Bursaries  have  taken  up  such  Agreements  and  their 
premises  are  given  regular  servicing  treatment.  Treatment  is,  of  course, 
available  by  commercial  firms  who  specialise  in  vermin  eradication  and  such 
firms  usually  collaborate  with  the  Local  Authority  on  any  treatment  likely 
to  involve  this  Department  in  health  inspection  matters.

DRAINAGE  WORK 


Defects  and  Repairs 

In  connection  with  the  investigation  of  complaints  about  choked  or  leaking 
drains ,  it  proved  necessary  to  apply  the  provisions  of  Section  48  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936,  at  53  premises 0  Under  these  powers  the  Corporation  may  open 
up  ground  at  private  premises  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  condition  of  the 
drains,  etc0  and  if  necessary,  apply  specified  tests  to  appliances  which  appear 
to  be  defective,, 

Altogether  a  total  of  53  drainage  systems  were  examined  during  the  year  and 
28  tests  revealed  defects  which  included  8  public  sewers  or  drains  in  combination. 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  greater  portion  of  the  City  is  on  main  drainage  although  some  outlying 
areas  are  still  served  with  cesspools.,  This  system  appears  to  be  quite 
adequate D 

So  far  as  the  disposal  is  concerned,  the  part  of  the  City  on  main  sewerage 
is  drained  to  the  Gamier  Road  Punping  Station  from  whence  it  is  pumped  to  the 
treatment  works  at  Mo restead  Farm  where  the  results  achieved  are  adequate.
